Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my 
seventh  Annual  Report  upon  your  Sanitary  District. 

The  population  of  your  district  in  the  census 
igii  was  ig,934,  this  is  now  estimated  at  18,652. 

The  physical  characters  of  the  area  of  79,742 
acres  of  which  your  district  is  composed  is  that  of  flat 
or  slightly  undulating  land,  sparsely  but  fairly  evenl}^ 
populated.  The  subsoil  is  heavy  clay,  with  certain 
areas  having  a substratum  of  gravel,  lying  on  chalk. 
The  River  Waveney  forms  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  area.  The  occupations  of  the  community  of  the 
district  are  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  agriculture. 

The  amount  of  Out-door  Poor  Law  Relief  for  the 
year  throughout  the  District  is  ^^3,930  5s.  iid.

Water  Supply 


There  is  no  hospital  or  sanatorium  accommoda- 
tion in  the  district  excepting  for  one  small  “emergency” 
operating  room  at  Harleston.  Practically  the  whole 
district  relies  upon  Norwich  for  its  Hospital  accom- 
modation. 

There  is  no  Public  Water  Supply  in  your  district. 
Harleston  is  the  only  place  of  sufficient  size  to  merit 
the  consideration  of  a proper  supply  of  water  from 
mains.  The  larger  houses  and  factories  obtain  good 
water  from  deep  wells  and  borings.  The  cottages  in 
the  outlying  villages  depend  largely  upon  ponds  and 
pits.  Twelve  samples  of^water  from  wells  have  been 
analysed.  The  results  being  as  follows  : —

The  District  Council  have  sunk  New  Wells  in 
connection  with  their  Housing  Schemes  at  Harleston, 
Brockdish,  Pulham  Mary,  Pulliam  Market,  Stratton  St. 
Mary,  Stratton  St.  Michael,  Tacolnestone,  Forncett  St. 
Peter,  Dickleburgh,  Carleton  Rode,  Moulton,  Aslacton, 
Tivetshall,  Tharston. 

A New  Public  Well  is  being  sunk  at  Piccadilly 
Corner,  Alburgh,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  sink 
a well  at  Denton. 
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Harleston.  These  have  been  repaired  in  several  sewois 
places  and  when  opened  the  brickwork*  shows  signs  of 
decay.  Where  the  sewerage  discharges  into  the  Beck, 
and  also  a considerable  length  of  the  Beck  itself  has 
been  thoroughly  cleaned  out  at  a cost  of  about  £20. 


Fulham  Mary.  Here  the  Sewer  has  been  un^ 
blocked  and  repaired. 

Dickleburgh.  The  open  Sewer  here  at  the  back 
of  the  street  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and 
about  nine  yards  of  the  culvert  has  been  re-built. 


There  is  no  system  of  Public  Scavenging  in  your  scavenging 
district.  Refuse  is  collected  by  private  contract  and 
there  is  no  regular  or  proper  method  of  disposal  in  use. 

I again  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  this  point  as  it  is 
particularly  necessary  in  Harleston,  where  a system 
was  suggested  to  the  Parish  Council,  but  was  not 
approved.
